WIT lick Appeals, they are be- 
come a Subject of publiek Concern. I 
enter upon the Conſideration of them, with 
no Inclination to rob theſe Gentlemen of 
any Part of their due Praiſe, by diſparaging 
any thing that has been well ſaid in the 
Defence of the Common Cauſe; but with 
Intention only to take Notice of ſome few 
Particulars, which, in my humble Opinion, 

had been better ſpared ; and which I appre- 
hend, may have an ill Effect upon the

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Minds of many, into whoſe Hands theſe 
| Sermons may fall. 


Ir was reafonable to be expected, that 
theſe Gentlemen ſhould have confined the 
SubjeQ- Matter of their Diſcourſes, to ſuch 
Points as lie in common between Papiſts and 
Proteſtants of all Denominations ; which 
afford a very large Field of Controverſy. 
For it is very obvious to be underſtood, 
chat the Proteſtant” Intereft can never be 
ſerved by ſowing Diſcord amongſt Prote- 
ſtants chankelyes? and taking away that 
Confidence, which any Set among us may 
have in the Safety of its own Communion. 
Differences there have been, and ſtill are. 
But if (as it uſed to be thought) theſe 
Differences concern not the E/ſentials of 
Salvation, they would ſurely (in the Judg- 
ment of all reaſonable Men) be much 
better adjuſted in quiet Times, than reviv'd 
(after they have been long aſleep) in a 
Time of common Danger; or (if they are 
not to be adjuſted) left to reſt where they 
do, as a proper Matter for Charity and mu- 
tual Forbearance. I am willing ts believe 
(and I thought it had been an agreed Point 
among us) that the worſt Proteſtant Com- 
munion is Kill better than Popery; and if 
I could not perſuade a Man to conform to 
the Church of England, much rather had | 
hear of him in a difenting Meeting Houſe, | 


than 
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than in a Popiſh Chapel. But ſons of theſe 
Gentlemen ſeem to be of Opinion, that it 
is no Point gain d to make Converts from 
Popery, unleſs they can make them Con- 
verts alſo o themſelbes; which is placing 
Things upon a very narrow Bottom; and, 

I am afraid, no Good is to be expected from 
Tuch Attempts as theſe. rn bt 


bh, Church of tan, as it has the 
Eſtabliſhment of Law, had certainly a more 
than common Right to be treated with De- 
cency. There is that Sacredneſs in Autho- 
rity, which ought always to ſecure it from 
Inſolence and Contempt. But the Church 
of England ſeems to be the feculiar Mark of 
theſe Gentlemen's Spleen; and in all their 
Complaints againſt Popery, there is that 
Mixture of Invective againſt the Eſtabliſn- 
ment, that it is pretty hard to gueſs, which 
of them they think to be the greater Ty- 
ranny of the Two; which fartheſt re- 
moy'd from the Purity and Simplicity of the 
Goſpel. I do not ſay, that they are All of 
them chargeable with theſe Faults: But 
Some of them are, and Wuo they are, it 
will be ſeen in the Sequel of this Diſcourſe. 
I ſhall now cite particular Authors and par- 
ticular Paſſages, and make ſuch Obſerya- 


tions upon them, as moſt naturally occur.

4 Remarks upon ſome of 
I. Tux firſt Clafs ſhall contain ſuch Paſſages 
as concern the Church, conſider'd as a Spi- 
ritual Soctety. In which View the Church 
of England has claim'd, and does claim Au- 
thority. over her Members in certain Points, 
but in Subordination to the Authority of 
Chriſt. Yet' hath Mr. Chandler aſſerted, 
that Authority is the very Eſſence of Pope- 
ry, and more than intimated, that the 
Church of England claims a blind Autho- 
rity. Take his own Words. PROTESTANT 
Diss sx TE RS are too jealous of their Liberties 
ever to be brought to ſacrifice them to the 
PROUD CLATMS f AMBITIOUS PRIESTS. — 
Go on, beloved in the Lord. Know your 
Principles, and continue coxsisrE NH Prote- 
Pants. Let the Spirit of Popery, whERE- 
EVER YOU PISCERN 1T, be your ABHOR- 
RENCE. - Maintain the Liberty of your own 
Conſciences, and allow to every one the Right 
of private Judgment. Aurhokrrr, and 
BLIND Submiſſion, are the Foundation and 
very Ess ENCE of Popery, — and WHOEVER 
THEY ARE, that plead for this Authority 
over the Conſciences of others, and inculcate 
a BLIND Submiſſion to the Prieſt, —— they 
are, WHATEVER DISGUISES' THEY MAY WEAR, 
Enemies to the Proteſtant Religion and Li- 
berties, and avow the MOST DANGEROUS and 

pernicious Principle of all Popery*. No

be at a Loſs to know, Who thoſe di/gni/ed 
Enemies to the Proteſtant Religion are, who 
are here ſaid to inculcate Authority and 
blind Sibmiſſton, the moſt dangerous and 
pernicious Principle of all Popery, yea, the 


very Eſence of Popery ; and whom there= 


fore he exhorts his beloved in the Lord to 
have, in ABUORRENCE. I appeal to the 
Gentleman's Conſcience. Let him lay his 
Hand upon his Heart, and tell me, Are 
there any ſuch diſguiſed Enemies, or are 
there novwe? If there are none, there is 
little Senſe in his Complaint. If there are 
any, it will be a very. natural Queſtion, 
Who are they? They are declured not to be 
Diſſenters. Tux are all cons1STENT Pro- 


teſtants, and know better. Papiſts, profeſſed 


Papiſts, they ronnot be; for They wear no 
Diſguiſe. — The Caſe is clear. To his 
Conſcience. then once more I appeal. Does 
he not E»7w, that this is Slander ? If Hs 
ſees no Diſtinction between Authority and 
blind Authority, others, 1 hope, may be al- 
low'd the Privilege of ſeeing for themſelves: 
And when they expreſly di/c/aim all blind 
Authority; when they leave the Scriptures 
open to all; when they encourage the 
Reading them, and tolerate all that differ 
from them; * ſhall zhey be charged with in- 
culcating ind Submiſſion ?

AxornEx Complaint againſt the Church 
of England is, that ſhe derives her Orders 
from the corrupted Church of Rome. 1 
know. very well ſays Mr. Chandler) that 
there, are among us (Proteſtants) Men who 
allow the Church of. Rome to. be a true, 
though corrupted, . Church, and who, derive 
their. own Succeſhon of Biſhops from thoſe of 
her Communion, and think that the Yalidit 
of their oun Sacraments and Orders ew 
upon her preſerving that Succeſſion ent ire.— 
1 own, that theſe and ſuch like Conceſſions 
may be 22 neceſſary to the Support of ſome 
certain Schemes, Pretences, and Claims: But 
I am very certain it is doing no Credit, nor 
bringing any Security to the Proteſtant Cauſe, 
eſpecially as thoſe who make theſe Allowances 
to the Church of Rome, condemn all who 
diffent from themſelves as guilty. of Schiſms 
and all their Sacraments and Adminiſtratians 
as null and void*, Mr. Neal ſays, that 
is DANGEROUS #0.continne in a Church, th 
Validity of all whoſe. Adminiſtrations 33 
upon an uninterrupted Succeſſion: from S!. 
Peter; and that it is uvaccountable that any, 
ho call themſelves Proteſtants, ſhould be 
fond of deriving the Validity of their Sacer- 
dotal Functions through this impure and cor- 
rupt Channel,----which ſeems for ſeveral 
Ages to have had no other Parent, than the 
Mother of Harlots, and Abominations of the

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Earth * Theſe Gentlemen ſhould be told, 
that there is a wide Diſtinction, between 
ſaying that the Prieſthood cannot regularly 
be conyey'd, but through the Succeſſion, 
and that all Adminiſtrations are null and 
void, which are not adminiſtred by thoſe: 
who claim from this Succeſſion. The 
Church of England Alrows none to admi- 
niſter in holy Things, but thoſe who are 
lawfully called; this is true. But that ſhe 
condemns all Adminiftrations ot herwiſe 
done, as null and void; this is more than 
they have Authority to ſay- But this 1s not 
the ſingle Point with theſe Gentlemen; 
what they mean, is, that becauſe the 
Church of Rome is a corrupted Church, 
therefore ſhe cannot convey the miniſterial 
Authority. CAx (ſays Mr. Neal) the Sa- 
CERDOTAL CHARACTER be convey'd thro” 
fuch impure -Canals ? And Mr. Chandler

If theſe Points, 
which have been debated a hundred and a 
hundred Times over, are to be brought up- 
on the Carpet again; I make no Queſtion 
but our Engliſh Clergy are ready for them. 
But where was the Neceſſity ; where the 
Diſcretion of reviving theſe old Diſputes 
1 at this 7 ime, When the Cauſe lies not 
between Proteſtants and Proteſtants, but 
between, Proteſtants and the Church of 
Rome? Be it that the Church of England 
is in the Wrong in the Method ſhe inſiſts 
upon; theſe Gentlemen night have allow- 
ed her the Benefit of their oαmu Rules. If 
we have no Succeſſion, nor ought to claim 
any, . ſtill we have Pualifications, Inclind- 
tions, ſolemn Separations, as well as they; 
in Virtue of all which, it might be hoped 
they would allow us to have a valid Mini- 
fry, and to be a ſafe Communion; eſpe- 
cially fince Mr. Chandler informs us, that 
a ſincere Compliance with the Terms of the 
Goſpel will ſecure the Bleſſings of Redemp- 
lion. But left we ſhould Halter ourſelves 
upon ſuch Hopes as theſe, we are told ex- 
preſly, that it is DANGEROUS 70 continue in u

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ſion}, that is (for it is the fame thing with 
them) it is dangerous to continue in a 
Church which ptrives its Succeſſion thro 
he corrupted Church of Rome. Such a 
Church is no Proteſtant Church. For Mr. 
Neal ſays, (pray mind it) Tae PROTE= 
STANT Religion, which admits Perſons so- 
LEMNLY, SEPARATED fo the Paſtoral Office, 
is in a much ſafer Way, &c. Which im- 
ports, (to my Underſtanding) that thoſe 
who will zot admit this ſolemn Separation, 
in Oppoſition to the Succeſſion, (which 
the Church of England doth not) are not of 
the Proteſtant Religion. If we are not 
Proteſtants, the Conſequence is, that we _ 
muſt be Papiſis; and you have heard be- 
fore, that we are diſguiſed Papiſts; and 
whilſt we pretend to be Proteſtants, have 
the very Spirit and Eſſence of Popery. 
And is Popery a ſafe Communion ? No. It 
is CUT orf. from Chriſt *; the SyNAcoGut 
OF SATAN ; the Mother of Harlots, and 

_ Abominations of the Earth. Is not this 
what I ſaid, that theſe Men will accept of 
uo Converts from Popery, but ſuch as are 
alſo Converts to themſelves? Surely it ſig- 
nifies little to go from Popery to the very 
=" of Popery! But 1 will ſay more.
